THEATER CONTINUED. 


The Beginning of the End—From 1872 to 
1876—Some Notable Engagements—

THE APPROACHING TRANSIT OF VENU?. 


A t th e N aval O bservatory in W ashing­ 
ton preparations are now m aking for observ­ 
ing th e tran sit of \ euus th a t occurs next 
Decem ber. 
Professor H arknees, 
in de­ 
scribing w hat is being done, said to the 
Boston I/rrald co rrespondent: 
“ This is the last phenomenon of the sort 
which will occur until the year 2004, and, 
although opinions differ' in regard to the 
im portance and'value of the possible result, 
y et th e astronom ers of the next century 
would not pardon us should we fail to do 
everything in our power on this occasion. 
The tw o transits of Venus occur about 
once in every 130 years. The tw o are eight 
years apart, and tRen there comes an in te r­ 
val of 120 years or so. 
The last tran sit 
was in December, 1874. 
They alw ays oc­ 
cur in December or June. 
In 1761 and 
1709 they occurred in June, and in 2004 
and 2012 they will occur in June. 
Y tnus 
on these occasions will pass betw een us 
and the sun. 
T he first observation of a 
tran sit of 
Venus was made 
by Jere­ 
m iah 
llorrocks, 
an 
English 
curate, 
about 
the 
m iddle 
of 
the 
seven­ 
teen th 
century. 
H e 
allowed 
his 
ieligious duties to interfere w ith his obser­ 
vations, bu t the record of them is valua­ 
ble. 
Previous to the tran sit of 1874 we 
all thought th a t the observations which 
would be then obtained would give us the 
solar parallax. W e supposed th at 120 years 
ago th e observers had poor instrum ents, 
and failed for th a t reason. 
B ut when we 
w ent a t it ourselves we got into the same 
difficulties they did. 
Now no one thinks 
th a t we shall get the solar parallax. 
T hat 
can only be obtained by a careful watching 
of the secular perturbations of the planets. 
These are very slight, b u t they are con­ 
tinuous, and, by sum m ing them up after 
400 or 500 years, astronom ers will be able 
to ascertain exactly the size and weight of 
th e sun s mass, and when th a t is learned 
they will be able to calculate exactly the 
distance of the sun from th e earth. 
In 
1874 the U nited States s e rt o ut eight ob­ 
serving parties, and we shall send out 
eight 
more 
th is 
tim e. 
B a t 
it 
hap­ 
pens 
th a t 
in 
this 
case 
the 
U nited 
States 
will 
furnish, 
perhaps, 
the 
best field for m aking observations, and all 
of our observatories will aid in the work. 
W e shall have our G overnm ent parties in 
the 1 nited States, and shall send four to 
the Southern hemisphere, one to take sta ­ 
tion near the southern extrem ity of South 
America, and one in New Zealand. 
W e 
m ust have to complete our calculations two 
parties a t th e end of a very long base line 
at the beginning of th e transit. 
W e will 
have a base liue betw een here and the 
Cape of Good Hope during th e tran sit, be­ 
tween here and the southern extrem ity of 
South America, a n d -.it the end, betw een 
here and New Zealacfl. 
W e intend to de­ 
vote our efforts, as before, largely to pho­ 
tography, although cither countries do not 
attach as m uch im portance as we do to this 
m ethod of observinf^hhe tran sit. 
W e are 
now 
engaged in tiltin g up our in stru ­ 
m ents, for which an item of 610,000 has 
been appropriated b f Congress. 
W e have 
asked for $85,000 hi all to m eet the ex ­ 
penses of the observations. ”

Ex-Consul WolTs opinion of the Egyptian 
Rebel and His Cause. 


The views of Simon W olf, 
recently 
U nited States Consul-G eneral in E gypt, 
concerning th e present condition of affairs 
in th a t country, were published a t length 
in W ashington recently. 
M r. W olf says 
th a t the NatioDal p arty consists of the 
learned class, M ussulm ans who speak A ra­ 
bic and have been educated a t A zhar U n i­ 
versity and other schools; th e A rab or 
Egyptian m erchants and shopkeepers, w ith 
few exceptions ; the artisans, th e village 
sheiks and th eir representatives in P arlia­ 
m ent, th e Coptic C hristians, th e arm y, ex ­ 
cepting a few Circassian officers ; th e sem :- 
Bedouin Arabs of the D elta, and those of 
the fellaheen who have any political viewed 
“ The mass of tho actual laborers,” says 
Mr. W olf, " a r e probably like th e laborers 
of Europe — indifferent to politics— b u t 
when I left E gypt there seemed to be a 
growing idea w ith them th a t A rabi w ould 
in some way relieve them from th e debts 
in which they are involved and from th e 
rem nant of tyranny th ey still com plain of 
at the hands of th e M udirs, 
T hey all de­ 
test the Turks, b ut regard Europeans well 
or ill, according to the specim ens of th e 
class with whom they have come in con­ 
tact. The true Bedouins of the desert have 
little sym pathy with the fellaheen or w ith 
tow n politics. 
They would join th e arm y 
in tim e of war, b ut w ould not serve in tim e 
of peace.” 


OPPOSED TO XJli: NATIONAL PARTY 
A re the \ iceregal family of M oham med 
A li and their pereona! adhereuts ; th e C ir­ 
cassians, about 15.000 in n u m b er; 
the 
G reeks—the financiers and m oney-lenders 
of E g y p t—about 30,000 in n u m b er; th e 
•Syrian C hristians, 
and 
th e Europeans. 
1’ne Syrian C hristians are m oney-lenders, 
and of them M r. W olfs says : “ T heir tru e 
position of power is as clerks and in te r­ 
preters to the European officials, of whom 
very few can speak Arabic, and to whom 
they hava m ade them selves thus a neces­ 
sity. 
They are tho general retailers oí 
news, supplying the European C onsulates 
and new spaper correspondents w ith intelli­ 
gence, ami serving the speculators on the 
Stock Exchauge by spreading sensational 
reports. 
Too European com m unity,” ho 
says, “ m ay be roughly divided as follows : 
Italians, 14 000 ; French, 14,000 ; 
A us­ 
tríaca aud Germ ans, 3,500; Euglieh, 3,500; 
other nationalities, 1 5 0 0 ; total, 36,500. 
The Europeans are, speaking generally, vio­ 
lent opponents of tho N ational party. 
The 
French are alm ost w ithout exception spec­ 
ulators ia E gyptian stocks, and they com­ 
plain of the revolution as having caused 
them fiaancial losses, 


THE ENGLISH 
For tho last seven years have calculated on 
E gypt as their political heritage, and are 
undisgnisedly disappointed at a m ovem ent 
which seems to p u t oft' th eir day of posses­ 
sion. 
The Italians arc divided, m any of 
them siding w ith the N ationalists, p artly 
out of jealousy of France and England, 
partly from au honorable love of liberty. 
The poorer Italians, like th e M altese, have 
m ostly learned Arabic, 
and sym pathize 
w ith the people. 
The Am ericans, Belgians 
and Swiss—no inconsiderable colony-—havo 
from tho first accepted the N ational m ove­ 
m ent as genuine and given it their sup­ 
port. 
Tho English are, perhaps, a t th e 
present m om ent, tho most actively hostile 
section ot the European comm unity, and 
form a real danger to E gypt from tho 
countenance they are giving to the C ir­ 
cassians, w ith whom atone among the n a­ 
tives they live on intim ate term s.” 
In 
Mr. W olf’s opinion, Arabi Pasha is an hon­ 
est and, certainly from an Egyptian stan d ­ 
point, a highly-educated and intelligent 
man. 
He fully appreciates his position. 
Saya Mr. W olf : " U o has calculated the 
cost, and will not skrink from tho responsi­ 
bility. 
H e knows all about th e U nited 
States, its history and struggles, and told 
me repeatedly th a t his desire w as to have a 


CONSTITUTIONAL FORM OF GOVERNMENT. 
W hen I presen*ed him w ith a copy 
of 
the biography of (L rfield in French he a t 
once said lie would have it translated into 
Arabic, so th a t the youth of E gypt conld 
profit by it. 
A t my suggestion he ordered 
the translation of the C onstitution of th e 
U nited States into Arabic. 
H e is no 
fanatic, bu t in a patriot, and therefore re­ 
sorts to many expediento and devices not 
exactly in consonance w ith the views of 
foreigner?, who have neither love nor sym ­ 
pathy w ith him or his countiy. 
The A rab 
is peaceable, honest, frugal and tem perate, 
thoroughly devout, and in m anner no m ere 
fanatical or prejudiped than th e Jew or 
C hristian. 
The danger of massacre to th e 
Jew or C hristian due9 not arise from th e 
fanaticism of the A rab, b u t rath er the cu­ 
pidity and so-called diplom acy of the great 
power3. 
Trie K hedive, for whom I hava 
th e highest respect, is a m ild-m annered 
man, oue who means well, b at lacks force 
and determ ination. 
H aving been created 
by England and France, he, of course, ia 
nuder tb eir influence, especially that of 
England, and therefore th e national lead­ 
ers distru st and shun him. 
Tho Sheiks are 
in full sym pathy w ith A rabi, and not w ith 
the Khedive. 
Towtik would no doubt like 
ta throw c-ff the shackles, b a t he is too 
tightly bound, and his 


NATIVE INDOLENCE 
Lacks the elem ents essential to b urst them 
asunder. 
H ad ho a tith e of the genius of 
M ehem et Ali, or the pluck aud audacity of 
his father, he would have throw n himself 
into th e hands of his people, and, headiq^ 
them as a leader, achieved the independence 
which E gypt d-servcs. 
B ut the dio has 
been cast, and the last deJÜcndant of th e 
Egyptian Napoleon seek;/protection under 
th s guns of the invaders^m stead of repell­ 
ing them .” 
Mr. W olf does not th in k th a t 
there is any canse for the flight of A m eri­ 
cans from Egypt. 
If there should be a

Am ericans as their friends. 
H e thinks 
th a t th e Egyptians deserve A m erican sym ­ 
pathy in th eir struggle to defend th eir soil 
and protect th eir homes. 
“ W h at E gypt 
needs,” he says, “ is neutrality guaranteed 
by all th e Powers, independence of T nrkey, 
economy in its civil service, abolition of its 
arm y except for police purposes, and last, 
hut by no m eins least, common schools in 
which tho modern languages are tau g b t 
and spoken.”

with him. 
It now appears that he cannot 
have more than 10,000, and therefore it is 
evident that he is in no position to stand a 
serious encounter with the British.

new false prophet El Mehdi, and so to 
prolong the war and add the element of 
fanaticism to it.

utterly absurd that they refute themselves. 
It refuses to discuss anything honorably. 
It wriggles and crawls and twists about, 
to put a false gloss upon the statements of 
its opponents. It publishes every falsehood 
that malevolence can invent for the pur­ 
pose of making the railroads nnpopul&r, 
Vet at the same time it undertakes to dic­ 
tate the precise course that shall be taken 
in dealing with the corporations, and it 
affects to represent public opinion in its 
muddle-headed crusade. 
Perhaps 
the worst 
punishment that 
could be inflicted npon the foolish people 
who allow themselves to be misled by such 
vulgar and shallow demagogism as the 
Examiner is alone capable of, would be to 
let them have their own way. 
Were it 
not for the injury to which third parties 
would be liable, it would be perfectly safe 
to let the Examiner'e railroad programme 
go into effect. 
In this we are only speak­ 
ing in the light of past experience. 
Ten 
years ago an almost precisely similar raid 
□pon the railroads was made in a number 
of Western StateB, and it was what the 
deluded voters at the moment considered 
“ successful.” That is to say, that all rea­ 
son was thrust aside, all commercial laws 
were igeored, and a parcel of ignorant 
people were permitted to reorganize the 
railroad system to suit themselves. 
There 
was nothing to hinder them. 
The corpo­ 
rations were completely helpless. 
And 
they worked their will upon them. 
The 
various Legislatures passed iron-clad laws 
regulating fares and freights according to 
the latest Granger inspirations, and the 
new schedules went into effect. 
And then 
arose a howl from every quarter, which 
grew in volume and shrillness as time 
went on. 
Practical experiment showed 
that the new schedules were intolerable. 
Instead of removing discrimination they 
doubled and quadrupled it. 
Instead of 
equalizing rates they made them more 
unequal than ever. 
Instead of putting 
towns and villages on a level basis, they 
helped some and injured others. 
In short 
verytbitg having been “ reversed,” just 
A the Examiner wishes to have it, the 
JBtates which had tried the experiment 
found themselves almost fatally handi­ 
capped, and in the end they were all 
heartily glad to retrace their steps, and to 


did not greatly care alx»ut the matter, and 
tha* the indignstioa excited by Governor 
Garcelon’s audacious conduct throughout 
the rest of the country, fonnd no echo, 
singularly enough., upon the actual scene of 
the ontrage. 
Maine has now an oppor­ 
tunity to show the country that the appar­ 
ent apathy of the past election was the 
effect of other causes than the one generally 
ascribed, and that the Jndges who inter­ 
fered to prevent the success of the Garcelon 
conspiracy have the approval of the peo­ 
ple. 
That is a legitimate subject upon 
which to rally the Maine fiepublicans; 
bnt when Mr. Blaine proceeds to discuss 
fiscal measures he gets into a more dubious 
line. 
Of course it is to he expected that 
ho should advocate protection, seeing that 
he is addressing a constituency which 
still thinks that system beneficial; but 
it requires more than ordinary hardihood 
in a politician at this time to take gTound 
against any lemoval of restrictions from 
the American 
shipping interest. 
Mr. 
Blaine is forced to havo recourse to circum­ 
locutory and obscure language in dealing 
with this question. 
Thus he observes that 
“ causes which need not be here enumera- 
“ ted have imposed a long list of hardships 
“ npon the navigation interests of the 
“ country.” There is no doubt about the 
existence of the hardships, but the reason 
why Mr. Blaine thinks it “ needless to 
“ enumerate them ” is unfortunately only 
too plain. 
He does not do so, because his 
own party is responsible for three-fourths 
of them. 
Congress has done more than 
any other agency to destroy the American 
shipping interest, and it is both fatuous 
and rash of Mr. Blaine to charge the Free 
Traders with a proposition “ to alleviate 
“ these hardships by the utter destruction 
“ of the navigation interest itself.” The 
fact ia that the navigation interest has vir­ 
tually ceased to exist; therefore it would 
be impossible for Free Trade to destroy it. 
It has expired under the deadly oppression 
of the protective system, which has by the 
same fatal methods been largely intluential 
in building up the merchant marine of 
Great Britain. 
Mr. Blaine was not long 
ago rather anxious to figure as an American 
of the Americans, but it is certainly sus­ 
ceptible of proof that the policy he advo­ 
cates has been the deadliest enemy to the 
development of the American navigation 
interest that ever existed.

he knows to the contrary—nothing remains 
of the conclusions he has based upon them. 
Yet those conclusions really constitute all 
there is of his argument. 
For what he 
calls the system is neither more nor less 
than a picture drawn with pigments which 
those now discredited illustrations have 
supplied. 
These is nothing more of his 
system than consists in his illustrations. 
Aud consequently if the latter are false, 
the former must also be false. 
He cannot

W a s h in g to n , August 6th.—The Treasury 
Department begics to perceive that it has a 
grave problem on its band in securing a 
proper enforcement of the law restricting 
Chinese emigration. The point 'to which at­ 
tention is now being chiefly directed is that 
of the extreme northwest frontier of Wash­ 
ington Territory, as it impinges on British 
Columbia. By-and-by it will extend along 
the whole frontier line to be affected by the 
construction of the Canada Pacific. 
At 
present the point cf vantage for the dealers 
and managers of Chinese labor is where Van­ 
couver Island touches the waters of Paget 
Sound, by the Straits of Juan del Fuca, and 
the shores adjacent thereto. There are, 
it 
is 
arid, 
about 
14,000 
Chinese 
in 
the colony of British Columbia. Six thou­ 
sand of these are employed in the construc­ 
tion of the Canadian Pacific Kailrotd. The 
white population does not exceed 25,000, and 
the balance are Indians and Chinese. At 
Victoiia the “ compradors,” eft middlemen 
among the Chinese, have already associated 
their class, controlled by an organizttion such 
as the Six Companies of San Francisco. It is 
averred that shrewd managers of these com­ 
panies have for a long time beeD represented 
at Victoria. The Gazette to-day, in a long 
article inveighing against Chinese labor, 
says: “ The frontier must now be watched 
against the illegal interest of this alien pop­ 
ulation. It is not very extended, but the 
work of devising {.Ians and executing them 
will require activity and sagacity. Iu this 
matter wbat does seem to be apprehended, 
even fractionally, is the fact that there exists 
a rich and powerful combination cf alien 
dealers in alien labor, who neither ob­ 
tain nor preserve any interest in the 
land they seek to occupy, except only iu so 
far as there exists any accruing profit to 
them. 
This labor migration is conducted 
wholly through the British colony of Hong­ 
kong. It ia evident that Chinese labor deal­ 
ers propose to make Vancouver Island their 
Hongkong of reception. Take Mercator’s map 
of the world, and it will be seen that Hong­ 
kong, Vancouver Island and San Francisco 
make three points of an irregular triangle. 
Chinese labor is to be driven from the lower 
point, and proposes to assault its base from 
above by turning .the flank from Vancouver 
Island through Washington Territory and 
the other west Territories. 
There is also 
something to be said as to the design of the 
labor dealers on Mexico and their hacking 
us in that direction.”

W a s h in g to n , A ugust 0th.—R epresentative 
Cassady, of 
N evada, took occasion in a 
speech yesterday on a bill to provide for the 
erection of a public building iu Carson, to 
give Congress some inform ation as to the re­ 
sources cf N evada, and to reply to soiue 
strictu res on th a t S tate, and its iusignificant 
voting population, m ade eo often in th e course 
of debate in Congress. 
H e said N evada had 
been adm itted to the U nion to aid in sup­ 
pressing rebellion, and to give th e U nion 
p arty th e aid of tw o additional m em bers in 
the S enate, as w ell as to exem plify the in- 
diseolubleness of th e UnioD.

not adm itted on 
a basis ot 
population. 
Since 
her adm ission, th e population has

from 39,000 in 1864, to 62,000 
in 
1880, 
under 
adverse 
circum stance», 
including a severe blow to th e principal in ­ 
ti u stry of the S tate, by the dem onetization of 
stiver in 1873. 
T he G eneral G overnm ent, he 
said, had done practically nothing for the 
S tate, which had neither river nor harbors, 
and w hich had c o t received a dollar for pub­ 
lic im provem ents, except the U n ited S tates 
Branch M int, w hich is run a t a profit to the 
G overnm ent. 
In nineteen y e n s th e S tate 
had paid into the F ederal T reasury $5,000,000 
in in tern al revenue, and 
had contributed 
$1,000,000 
m ore in 
paym ent 
fur 
lands 
valueless 
to 
the 
G overnm ent 
until 
operations of the S tate had m ade them 
valuable. 
H a rd ly a dollar of this money 
had found its way back to the S tate. A gainst 
this sort of treatm en t he protested. 
H e 
showed by figures th a t m ore th an forty m em ­ 
bers of th e H ouse represented districts con­ 
taining as sm all a voting population as be 
represented. 
A fter going a t some length 
into a discussion of th e silver question, as 
affecting the interests of N evada, he spoke of 
the needs of the S tate, the principal of which 
was, he said, m o.e w ater, and m ade a vigor­ 
ous argum ent iu favor of the sinking of 
artesian wells, a w-jtk which he w anted car- 
tied on by th e G jv e ia m e n t through the geo­ 
logical Burvey.

One of the mountainous waves washtd the 
vessel from fore to aft, causing her to take 
a tremendous lurch, and shifting the cargo 
badly. 
To stem the turbulence of the sea 
the Captain utilized fifteen gallons of oil, 
with satisfactory results. 
All hands were 
then sent below to trim the vessel's shifted 
cargo. 
On June 18tb, in latitude 16 de­ 
grees south, longitude 158 degrees west, 
comet was observed, and shortly afterward 
the vessel passed through an electrical 
storm, 
experiencing alternately 
severe 
gales and calms, interspersed with elec­ 
trical disturbances, during which balls of 
fire flew around the ship, presenting a moat 
brilliant speotacle. 
Subsequently the ves 
sel experienced fine weather, crossing the 
equator July 1st, at longitude 133 degrees 
west.

L o n d o n , August 6th.—The official report 
cf Admiral Seymour concerning the encoun­ 
ter with the enemy by the reconnoissance 
party at Mabalia Junction on Saturday is as 
follows : As the force consisted of 200 men cf 
the Naval Brigade with one 40-pounder and 
two 9 pounder guns, under Captain Fisher, 
and 1,000 marines under Colonel Tusón, and 
half a bzttalion of the 38th and 46th regi­ 
ments, and all of the 60th regiment, we had 
to skirmish with the enemy, which was 2,000 
strong, with »ix guns and six rocket», from 
5:30 until 7:30 olclock in the eventDg. Total 
casualties to Naval Brigade and Marines, 2 
killed and 22 wonnded. 
The following is Genera! Allison’s report: 
Persistent native reports existing duriug the 
past few days that Arabi Pazha waa return­ 
ing from Kafr-El-Dwar npon Damahour, I 
determined upon a reconnoissance to ascer­ 
tain clearly whether Arabi still held his orig­ 
inal position etrongly. The left column com­ 
menced its advance at 4:45 p .m . from ad­ 
vance pickets at Kamleb, the lines moving by 
both banks of the Mahmoudieh canal. They 
soon came into action with the enemy, who 
were strongly posted in a group of palm 
trees on the eastern side, and in etrorg de­ 
fensible houses and gardens on the other side. 
Their positions were carried. At this time 
Lieuteuant \ ysc, of the Sixtieth, and one 
soldier had been killed. The enemy then 
took a second position, half a mile in the rear, 
upon the east bank of the canal, among high 
crops, and houses and behind the irregular 
banks of the canal. From this position the 
enemy were also driven with great loss. I 
accompanied the right column myself. So 
soon as the enemy observed us they opened 
fire with artillery. I pushed on as rapidly as 
possible until I reached the point where the 
railway approaches nearest to the M»hn.ou- 
dieh canal, and then opened a most terrific 
tiro tip u the enemy lining the bankt'of the 
canal. 
1 wo nine-poundere were dragged on 
to the embankment, and came into action 
againet the enemy’s 
guns, 
the 
forty- 
pounder 
firing 
over 
our 
heads 
and 
against 
the 
point where the enemy’s 
forces were beginning to appear. 
I now 
threw forward two companies to the car­ 
bonee near the canal, and followed them up 
by throwing four compauirs still more to my 
left upon the bank of and seros» the canal, 
thus obtaining a position I wished, and form­ 
ing a diagonal line across both the canal and 
railway. The enemy retired eiowly before 
us, aud five of their seven-pounders and nine 
ceutimeterguns were speedily got under by our 
artillery._ The object < f my reconnoissance 
-vas obtained, and I determined to withdraw. 
This movement was cu-ried out with the 
most peiject regularity acd precision. The 
trooi-s fell hack by alts-nate companies with 
ihe regularity of a hjld-day. Every attempt 
by the euemy tn advar cj was crushed by the 
bsautifql precision of the 
forty-pounder 
and the steady firing of the uine-pounders. 
The losses of tho enemy appear to have been 
very great. They were so dispirited that, 
contrary to the usual practice of Aeiatirs, 
they made no attempt to follow up our with­ 
drawal. As a reucimoiesance the success of 
our movements was all I could wish. I re­ 
gret to state that our loss waa somewhat 
heavy, 
Lieuteuant Vyse was one of the 
moet promising officers I ever met. Our 
total loss was four killed and twenty-nine 
wounded.

The enemy’s first line was not in­ 
trenched, bnt sheltered partly by brushwood 
and hcuses aud partly by barricades erected 
with carriages taken from Alexandria. 
W h a t Is T h o u g h t o r th e K uropcun S itu a ­ 
tio n In London. 
N e w Y o r k , August 6ih.—The Tribune’t 
L mdon special say* : It is surmised that the 
distrust of England shown by certain of the 
Powers is fictitious, and that Turkey is being 
egged on from interested motives. Immedi­ 
ately that ehe became occupied in Egypt, 
especially ia opposition to England, Russia 
would find easier accee-» into the Turkish 
empire, and Austria to Salónica. A conflict 
between England and Turkey means the ab­ 
solute ruin of tho Turkish empire. Russia 
affects to believe that England wants Egypt, 
which she refuses, unless for the price of the 
Bosphorus. Italy’s pretent dubious action 
would be favorably changed toward England 
if Rome were offered a share of the Egyptian 
control. The professed surprise in European 
capitals at the English occupation of Suez is 
in anticipation of the Italian proposal to the 
conference. It is hardly reasonable that the 
British action is simply a corollary to the 
arrival of Indian troops. The unostentatious 
energy of England since she commenced her 
action is increasing her prestige, especially in 
Germany. The punctual ease of the dispatch 
of troops to Egypt is in striking contrast to 
the strain of the French expedition to Tunis. 


T h e W rro p a tlo n o f S u ez. 
. A l e x a n d r i a , August 6th, — No Indian 
troops, but only marines and sailors from 
British ships lying in tfee roads, were disem­ 
barked at Suez 
An immediate etampede of 
Egyptian troops aud the Arab population 
took place. 
From the decks cf the steamers 
crowds of natives were seen hurrying across 
the desert. The trains were crowded, even 
to the roof» of the carriages. 
The facility 
with which the occupation was effected 
affords circumstantial proof that if a couple 
of thousand of men had been landed in Alex­ 
andria directly after the botnbaidment, nine- 
tecths of the lives and property sacrificed 
might have been saved. It is reported at 
Ismailia that Arabi Pasha has ordered four 
thousand troops to approach the canal.

1 Igly. The Tnrkish delegates promised that 
a written reply should be presented at the 
next conference. Said Pasha informed the 
Conference that the troops ryhich started for 
Kg} pt at the beginning of the week are re­ 
cruit», who will remain at Salónica. The 
rail expedition will comprise 3.000 men. The 
Council of War, composed of Hassan Pasha, 
Minister of Matine, and three Colonels, will

REPUBLICAN 
PRIMARY 


The Board of Health met Saturday eight 
at the usual hour. Prepent, Dra. Dixon, 
Gardner and Cianeas. In the absence of Dr. 
Hatch, Dr. Cluneta acted as Secretary. The 
fad in g of the minutes and of the mortuary 
report was deferred until the next meeting. 
The biil cf Tufts, for drugs, was received 
and approved. The report of the City Phy­ 
sician was received and placed on file. 
The following statement and conclusion in 
the matter of the petition heard and consid­ 
ered at the last meeting was presented as 
embodying the opinion of the entire Board : 
The Board of Health have considered the 
petition and testimony for and against the 
abatement of what is claimed to be a nui­ 
sance on K street, between Twenty-sixth and 
Twenty-seventh streets, caused by the work 
of hide drying and cleansing, taliow-render- 
ing and bonc-ln iliog carried on there ; also, 
against the Sacramento Brewery for the im­ 
proper discharge of its refuse into the slough 
or ditch between Twenty eighth and Twenty- 
ninth streets ; and hare arrived at the con­ 
clusion that, under the ordinance, the factory 
on 
K street is conducted contrary 
to 
law, 
and, 
as 
baiug 
“ offensive” 
in 
the sense contemplated by the ordinance, 
should 
be considered a public nuisance. 
W hether the vapors and gases aiisicg from 
f*t-rendering are positively and seriously 
detrimental to the public health, may be con­ 
sidered doubtful; yet that this business, ss 
conducted on the premises complained of, is, 
under the city ordinance, a nuisance, offens­ 
ive to th3 public, a source of discomfort to 
many living in the vicinity, and to a certain 
extent injurious to health, there is abundant 
evidence to show. The offensive vapors from 
this source are due to the decomposition of 
animal tissues—the albuminous matters, the 
fibrous and muscular tissues, etc.—contained 
in the fat, under exposure to the air and the 
influence of boat ; and it is admitted by all 
authorities that such vapors do occasion, for 
a time at least, loss of appetite, headache, 
nausea and vomiting, in delicate persons ex­ 
posed to them, and iu children ; and that 
they interfere with the public comfort, and 
indirectly its health, by compelling those 
in the immediate vicinity to keep their 
doors 
and 
windows 
closed, 
and 
thus 
to 
deprive 
themselves 
of 
fresh 
air. 
Both thece facts have keen conc'u-ively tes­ 
tified to in the present investigation. As a 
nuisance it can be abited iu only one way 
short of remo- al, and that is by confining the 
offensive gases and destroying them as fast 
as they accumulate. This is done in well- 
regulated establishments, the fat-rendering 
being done in tight kettles or tanks, the gases 
and vapors passed through a condensar, which 
retains the watery vapor but permits the 
offensive and combustible gases to pass into 
the furnace to be consumed. The same may 
be said of the odors from bone-boiling, which 
are very offensive, the bones being generally 
kept until putrefaction has commenced. Tbe 
offensive part of these processes, is just 
stated, is the boiling of the animal tissues, 
which have often bien kept too long. The 
odors from bone-boiliog can be destroyed, as 
in the case of fat-rendering. 
A fter duo consideration of the subject, the 
Board of Health declare the establishment in 
question a nuisance in tbe sense of Section 7, 
of Chapter X . of the ordinances, and direct 
the Health Officer to have the same abated 
by requiring the adoption of a satisfactory 
and effective plan for destroying the gases as 
they arise, as suggested ab ive ; that until 
such abatement is accomplished, the work of 
carrying on the above processes be stopped. 
The Board also direct that, in event of the 
above order not beiDg carried ont before Oc­ 
tober 1, 1882, the said premises be perma­ 
nently closed and the conduct of the business, 
if carried on at all, be done outside the city 
limits. 
No sufficient evidence has been adduced to 
prove auy violation of law, or offense against 
the health of the people, by the Sacramento 
Brewery. 
HeaUn Officer M artin’s repert war ordered 
on file. 
The following resolution was adopted : 
R u flvtd , That the Trustees be requested to in­ 
crease the salary uf the Health Officer in consequence 
ot the increased amount of l.bor required of him ; 
uud that he be required to devote his entire time to 
the work of the board. 
Vault?, privies and drains, etc., in rear of 
Nos. 406, 408, 410, 412 and 414, on I street, 
and the vacant lot east of «aid numbers, were 
referred to the Health Officer, with instruc­ 
tions to abate the nuisance. 
A communication from Itebert Cellar re­ 
garding the condition of privy at Nos. 917 
and 919 I street, was read and referred to the 
Health Officer, with instructions to abate the 
nuisance at once. 
The Board then adjourned. 


C. T. B. S o c ie ty .—The California Tern- 
perancs and Benevolent Society met yester­ 
day at .Fireman's Hall. There was a good 
attendance. 
Kev. T. H. B. Audersen deliv­ 
ered a very eloquent and interesting address 
on temperance, giving the good results of the 
prohibition 1 iv in Iowa and Kansas, the 
good work the temperance people were n u k ­ 
ing in the K astern States, and said he desired, 
for the good of this community and the fam­ 
ilies that are now suffering through the ef­ 
fects of intemperance, that this society 
should prosper. He gave as a reason for the 
«mall attendance at our churches the sale of 
intoxicating liquors, staling that out of 10,­ 
000 people who fought to go to church only 
2,500 attended. 
He said that the opening ef 
the society without any secresy, where all 
nre invited, was another feature that should 
recommend it to every good citizen who 
wishes the welfare of his f ellow-maa. Dr. 
Davis followed Mr. Anderson, giving the 
physical effects of intoxicating liquors on 
those who indulge, relating different cases 
that came under his observation, and closed 
by congratulating the society on the base on 
which it was established. 
N abbow E scape —Oj Saturday last, about 
4 o’clock, as a gentleman and lady were driv­ 
ing on Fifth street, between J and K, the 
horse stepped into a large tin can lying on the 
street. The animal became f lightened and 
ran against a telegraph pele at the cerner of 
the alley.

Result of the Election Saturday—An Ex­ 
citing Contest — The Johnson Ticket 
Successful lu the Third and Fourth 
Wards. 
On Saturday the Republicans of Sacra­ 
mento ccunty held a primary election under 
the Porter primary law for the purpose of 
electing 117 delegates to the Republican 
County Convention, which meets in this city 
next Wednesday. In the First W ard in this 
city a light vote was polled and but little in­ 
terest taken from the fact that there was but 
one ticket in the field. 
In the Second, Third 
and Fourth Wards the regular Caucus tickets 
were fought with Citizens’ tickets. The Cau­ 
cus tickets prevailed in all the wards bnt the 
Fourth. The contest in the Third and Fourth 
Wards distinctly related to the candidacy of 
Grove L. Juhison for Senator. 
It was 
simply and strictly an issue between Johnson 
aud anti Johnson men. The Johnson ticket 
in tbe Third W ard was successful by a vote 
of nearly two to one, while the Johnson 
ticket in the Fourth Ward won against 
the best organized fight ever pnt up iu a local 
political contest. The result in these two 
wards was, therefore, signal Johnson vic­ 
tories. Two thousand votes were polled in 
the city. 
In tne First Ward there was but one 
ticket. Three hundred and five votes were 
cast.

A Hysterical, Harder In San F ran cisco. 
S an F rancisco, August 6ttL—About 3 
o’clock this morning a man named Martin 
Meier was found lying on the sidewalk op­ 
posite what is known as tbe Bottle Kceuig’a 
saloon, No. 632 Pacific street, in a dying con­ 
dition. An examination of the person of 
Meier disclosed the fact that he bad received 
a fatal stab in tbe back below the shoulder.

The murder is involved in mystery, there be­ 
ing little or no clue to the perpetration of the 
tragedy. However, officers are of the opinion 
that tbe murder was committed by a China­ 
man. 
Meier was seen about 2 a . x. tc-day 
to leave the New Atlantic Hotel, where he 
is atoppisg, in an intoxicated condition. About 
an hour later he was found dying on the side­ 
walk. 
Parties iu the neighborhood claim 
that they heard a cry of mnrder, and, looking 
ont of tbeir windows, saw Meier leave two 
n.en, who were standing at the corner, and 
stagger across the street to the place where he 
was soon after discovered. 
Deceased was 
aged 51 years, and was an acrobat and 
trapeze performer, and had been connected 
during his life with a number of circuses. He 
was commonly known as “ Professor Caspar,” 
and for sometime past has been performing at 
the Seaside Gardens. The body was removed 
to the Morgue, and an inquest will be held 
to-morrow,

General T. Rufino Barrios, 
PRESIDENT #F GUATEMALA. 


This visitor from Central America, at Wash­ 
ington, who has mads quite a stir in the social 
aud political world of that city, has coine npon 
an errand, if it is stated correctly, in which he 
can scarcely succeed. 
T. Rufino Barrios, President cf the Repub­ 
lic of Guatemala, has held that cilice for the 
past ten years. 
In 1871, the Conservative 
party was overthrown, and the then President, 
Miguel Garcia Granados, abdicated in favor 
of General Barrios, Commander of the Army. 


The latter wa? soon after elected President 
by the people. I’re.-ident Ban i ts began to 
rule with an iron hand, and severe criticisms 
have been made upon hi? coarse. 
In the 
year of his election the President expelled the 
JcsuitB and seized their property. 
In 1874 a 
new Constitution was adopted, which limited 
the term of offiia cf the President to six 
years, it having previously been for life. 
Ucder this Constitution, he was re-elected by 
an overwhelming msj rity, both in that year 
end in 1880. 
He himself advocated the limi­ 
tation, and made himself exceedingly popular 
in consequence. He has ?!eo carefully fostered 
education, and last, year $1,500,000, or nearly 
one fifth of the gross revenue of the Repub­ 
lic, was expended on the schools. President 
Barrios is what is called a “ self-made man,” 
and many tales are told by bis opponents to 
illustrate his ignorance. The educated classes 
in Guatemala have a bitter feeling against 
him, and to maintain his position he has often 
found it necessary to tube extreme measures. 
He has done everything in his power to 
increase 
the material prosperity of his 
country. 
When he became President there 
were scarcely any roads or bridges, and cer­ 
tainly no telegraph lines or railways, He 
himself never saw a locomotive engine until 
he built the railway from Sau Jo-e, on the 
Pacific coast, to Kicuiutla. This road is 
being extended to Guatemala, ar.d ia con­ 
trolled by General Butterfield, node.- a con­ 
cession from the Government. 
Now, the 
telegraph reaches to every corner of the 
Republic, and within this week direct com­ 
munication will be rpaned, via Panama, with 
Washington. 
Rivers are spanned with ?ub- 
stactial stone or suspension bridges. Good 
wagon roads to every city, town and village 
succeeded the foot and mule paths from the 
Cordilleras to the coast. 
A natiqnal police 
force has been organized by Captain Pratt, a 
former member of tho New York police force.

a few m oments of silence he smiled and 
continued in a low voice : 
“ The street is 
guarded ; they have tracked me, but they 
did not see me clim b your balcony.

his coat, 
Several small pistols glistened in his belt. 
“ B ut th e avoiding the police is not all, 
madame ; I have not slept in a bed for 
eight days.

The repast was served, and 
the m arechale sent away her women, as­ 
tonished at the extraordinary appetite of 
the mistress.. Cartouche placed himself at 
the table and speedily devoured the Bup- 
per.

cecesaary for them to work together ou the 
same farm , or sell out and try som ething 
new. 
W e m ean nothing of t h a t ; b ut we 
wish to advise farm ers to club together and 
form co-opt rati ve associations for purchas­ 
ing supplies, stock, seeds, im plem .nts and 
other necessaries, and for selling the pro­ 
duce of th e farm . 
In other words, if cap. 
ital can stud th e ocean w ith thousands of 
sails, cross th e m ountains w ith lightning 
speed, and build up hundreds of mammoth 
enterprises, it teaches farm ers by following 
the same course they can do m any things 
for them selves th a t would be impossible for 
the single individual to p?rform .

m ounts every obstacle, gceat or sm all.—

States, and these are the objects of his 
present visit. 
H is governm ent has been 
from th e beginning a dictatorship, w ith 
scarcely th e forms of law, and, as U nited 
S tates M inister Logan reported to the De­ 
partm ent of S tate once, “ his opponents 
are held down w ith an iron hand, m ade up, 
so to speak, of m uskets aod brass bauds.” 
To understand tbe character of his govern- 
m eut, it may be w tll to give a few 
item s 
from 
among 
a 
m ultitude 
of 
notorious 
facts which 
are fam iliar to 
everyone who has ever visited Guatem ala. 
Take, for instance, tb e assassination of 
Presidí n t Pajes in 1877. 
In one of the 
frequent revolts of the m ountain Indians 
G eneral Barrios arrested about 100 of them 
aud ordered them all to be shot. 
Tne vi1 
lage priest, horrified at the order, w ent in 
person to th e house where Barrios war, 
gained adm ittance to the room, and begged 
for the lives of his parishioners. 
The G en­ 
eral heaped on him a volley of oaths, and 
ordered him from his presence. 
The priest 
persisted in his petition, w hereupon B ar­ 
rios assaulted him w ith a whip, which he 
alw ays kept at hand for corporal punish­ 
m ent of offenders, striking him over the 
face and head. 
The priest, w ith natural 
instinct of self-defense, seized the arm s of 
Barrios, w hen th e latter cried out, and his 
officials and servants rushed in, tore the 
priest aw ay, threw him on the floor, and 
commenced kicking him. 
In this helpless 
condition Barrios drew his pistol and 
fired a shot into bis body. 
H is exam ple 
was followed by th e others, and the priest, 
riddled w ith bullets, was kicked out of the 
house and buried. 
B arnes is constantly en the alert against 
the conspiracies which be finds are being 
formed against his tyrannical government. 
The country is filled w ith secret police and 
spies, -and, when he has inform ation of a 
real cr supposed conspiracy, he has the 
suspected arrested and brought to his 
private residence w ithout any forms of law. 
He puts them through a personal exam ina­ 
tion himself, during which the prisoner un­ 
dergoes all kinds of indignities, and he or­ 
ders them to be shot, whipped, tortured, 
imprisoned, or released at his sole wilL 
One of the m ost atrocious of these events 
occurred in Novem ber, 1877, when he a r­ 
rested eighteen or tw enty persons, some of 
them among the m ost respectable citizens, 
and charge them w ith conspiracy. 
They 
were brought to his residence and exam ­ 
ined by him. 
They would m ake no confes­ 
sion, anil he ordered them to be whipped 
and undergo the m ost horrible torture, but 
w ithout securing a revelation. Thoroughly 
enraged, he condem ned them all to ba ex­ 
ecuted. The next day they w ere taken out 
to the grand square of the city and shot to 
death, some of them so weak from their 
whipping th a t they had to be carried in lit­ 
ters, and one had lost his reason. 
I t is 
said th a t Barrios ordered and witnessed the 
execution from a window, and shouted out 
to them insults and curses th a t horrified 
even th e soldiers and executioners. D uring 
his dictatorship the Spanish punishm ent of 
whipping and to rtu re has been revived, 
and all over the country this m ethod of 
punishm ent is constantly resorted to. 
He 
does not hesitate to inflict it upon th e most 
respectable citizens ; and fu rth er to hum il­ 
iate his political prisoners he condemns 
them to w ork on the streets chained to the 
most abandoned common crim inals. 
H is 
treatm ent and punishm ent of ladies are the 
most incredible of his acts, b u t their tru th 
is verified by num bers of instances where 
names and dates can be given. 
The N ew Orleans papers report th at, as 
he passed through th a t city last week, 
General Barrios seemed to he exceedingly 
afraid oí assassination, and kept in his bed­ 
room tru sty servants, and was also guarded 
by a special detail of th e police. 
W hen he 
first became dictator he was com paratively 
a poor man, b u t he has become in ten 
years very rich, and, besides his estate in 
G uatem ala, it is understood th a t ho has 
several millions of dollars deposited iu E u­ 
rope. 
He can well afford to travel on 
special cars, take a large and splendid m an­ 
sion on F ifth avenue, New Y ork, for kis 
family, and live in grand style. 
W hen he 
comes to W ashington, by such display he 
may think to dazzle the eyes of the A m eri­ 
can people, but he cannot wipe out the 
stains of blood in his history. 


A LIFE AND DEATH LOTTERY. 


MISCELLANEOUS. 


The new spaper story recently published 
to the effect th a t G eneral W illiam R. Lee, 
of Boston, has now in his possession the 
piece of paper m arked “ death ” which he 
drew w hen th e selection of prisoners of 
war a t Richm ond to be held as hostages 
for certain Confederate naval officers con­ 
victed of piracy was made, and which Je f­ 
ferson Davis has taken th e pains to deny, 
is now corrected by G eneral Lee himself. 
H e authorizes the statem ent th a t the story, 
so far as th e word “ death ” is concerned, 
is a fiction, and he is at a loss to under­ 
stand how th e story in this form came to 
be circulated. 
H e gives the Advertiser the 
following narrative of the circum stances : 
On the 10th of Novem ber, 1861, General 
W inder, w ith his staff, visited tb e officers’ 
prison and read to th e prisoners an order 
from BenjamiD, the C onfederate States 
Secretary of W ar, directing the selection 
of Beven officers of high rank to be held as 
hostages for tbe officers and crew of the 
letter of m arqne Lady Jeff. Davis, who had 
been convicted of piracy in a U nited States 
Court. 
Those selected were to be confined 
in a cell of the common jail, and to be ex­ 
ecuted if th e officers of the privateer were 
executed by the U nited S tates Governm ent. 
Slips of paper containing the names of all 
th e officers were placed in a tin tobacco-box 
and tb e fated names were draw n from the 
box, upon comm and of G eneral W inder, by 
ex-Congressman Ely, who w as captured at 
th e first battle of Ball R un, and was con­ 
fined vrith th e Union officers. 
G eneral Lee 
(then Colonel Lee) was one of th e “ elect­ 
ed ,” and the slip of paper draw n from the 
box designating him had on it only the 
words 
“ Colonel L ee.” 
The fate of the 
officers selected was not then determ ined, 
being contingent upon tho action of the 
U nited S tates authorities w ith regard to 
the convicted crew of the Lady Jeff. Davis. 
This slip of paper w ith his name upon it 
waa given to Colonel Lee, who indorsed 
upon the back of it th a t it was tho ballot 
he drew in th e lottery of life and death, 
and p ut it in a letter w ritten to his family, 
which was allowed to be forw arded. 
On 
the 14th of N ovem ber th e officers desig­ 
nated as hostages were removed to the 
connty jail, w here they were detained 
about three month*, under rath er disagree­ 
able conditions. 
A bout the m iddle of Feb­ 
ruary, 1862, the Confederate States G overn­ 
m ent having received inform ation th a t the 
Lady Jeff. Davis crew had been rem anded 
as prisoners of war, 
th e hostages were 
transferred from the jail to the prison as­ 
signed to prisoners of war, and on the 22d 
of th s t m onth they were p u t ou board a 
flag'-of- truce boat to be transferred to a 
U nited Statea steam er in nentral Waters.

An im portant test, calculated to dem on­ 
strate th e feasibility of m aintaining a navi­ 
gable channel throughout th e entire length 
of the M ississippi and other great W estern 
rivers, a t com paratively sm all expense, is 
about to be entered npon a t .St. Paul, 
ostensibly, 
though not 
directly, under 
G overnm ent auspices, by the inventor, M. 
J . Adams. 
The invention is uothing more 
nor less th an a hydraulic snbm arine b a t­ 
tery, consisting of tubing triangular iu 
shape aud arranged w ith tw o chambers. 
Tiie main cham ber, intecded to contain 
the w ater w ith which the battery is fed, 
occupies th e upper or wide p art of the 
tube, and takes up fully tw o-thirds of the 
interior space. 
The lower cham ber, or 
narrow part of the lube, forms the battery, 
which consists of perforations four inches 
apart on opposite 
sides of 
th e 
cone. 
Through these perforations jets of w ater 
will operate upon bars of sand and other 
deposits, displacing them and holding them 
in suspense until th e natural current of the 
stream can carry them aw ay to seek 
some 
other 
plaoe 
of 
rest, w hich na­ 
turally 
w ill 
be 
in 
sloughs 
and 
low 
places, thereby form ing banks in nearly 
straight line and shaping the river channel 
sim ilar to a canal. 
By th e introduction of 
com m unicating cylinders at intervals of 
ene hundred feet, which can lie opened or 
closed by means of drop leaves ou the out­ 
side, 
easily reached and operated, the 
battery m ay l>e uaed a t nny point where its 
services may be required. 
Thus a channel 
of uniform depth can easily be m ain­ 
tained. 
T he design of Mr. Adam s is to 
lay the pipe in the center of th e river, iu 
one unbroken length, and operate it w ith 
powerful hydraulic pumps, 
w orked by 
steam , stationed a t the initial point. 
A 
pressure of th irty pounds to the square 
inch is to be m aintained in tb e main 
cham ber, w hich in tu rn will exert a pres­ 
sure of fifteen pounds per touare iuch 
upon the lower or battery cham ber. This 
will provide jets of Buflicient strength to 
remove sand, m ud, and even clay, and cut 
a channel to any required depth. 
M r. A d­ 
ams m aintains th a t a single lino of tubing 
will create of itself, w ithout the assistance 
of the river current beyond carrying away 
the m aterials held in suspense, a channel 
two hundred feet wide w here a navigable 
depth of ten feet of w ater is sought. 
The invention, which promises to accom­ 
plish so m ncli and at com paratively trifling 
expense, is the result of six years’ study of 
bar form ations and river currents while en­ 
gaged as a civil engineer along the banks 
of tbe M ississippi. 
Mr. Adams took out a 
patent in 1875, and shortly thereafter was 
solicited by a French engineer named Ber­ 
geron to allow I lie apparatus to be tested 
in th e harbor at Bculogne-sur-M er, at the 
m outh of tho river Seine, France, where 
existed a dangerous bar 300 feet in length, 
effectually blockading entrance to any b a t 
vessels of light draft. 
The French Gov­ 
ernm ent caused the tubes to be built and 
placed on th e bar, and they bave accom­ 
plished th e w ork intended for them so 
thoroughly th a t the harbor is accounted 
one of the best on the coast of France. 
Sim ilar experim ents in England have also 
proved successful ; so he claims there can 
be little doubt th a t the experim ent about 
to be m ade at St. Paul, where a bar two 
miles lung extends across th e bed of the 
M ississippi, will also be accompanied w ith 
equally satisfactory results. 
The tubes 
for this experim ent were constructed in 
M ilwaukee during th e w inter and spring 
m onth?. 
They are composed of No. 18 
sheet iron, ten feet long and th irty inches 
wide, -bent into triangular shape, 
and 
strongly fastened, each length of ten feet 
containing 367 rivets. 
The w idth of the 
sheets used is m entioned to give the 
reader an idea of the size of the com­ 
pleted tubes. 
A t the ends of the tubes are 
cast-iron flanges for fastening them to ­ 
gether, gutta-percha caskets being inserted 
between th e flanges to render the jointa 
w ater-tight. 
The length of tubing com­ 
pleted aud forw arded to St. Paul is 5,000 
feet. 
The present intention of the G overn­ 
m ent is to commence on the bar a t th a t 
point, and lay the tubing to St. Louis. 
Should it be deem ed necessary the exten­ 
sion may be carried to New Orleans, and 
even out into the gulf through the jetties, 
to accomplish w hat the latter have failed to 
do—nam ely, m aintain a deep-w ater channel 
for the largest ocean ships. 
M r. A lam s 
claims for his principle th a t it will enable 
shipbuilders and shippers to determ ine 
w ith absolute certainty the draught of 
w ater at th eir disposal from one end of the 
M ississippi liver to the other, so th a t they 
may govern themeelvos accordingly. 
Thus 
far he has expended about §20,000 in carry­ 
ing on his w ork. 
Mr. Adam s left for St. 
Paul to-day to 
personally superintend 
the erection of his subm arine b a tte ry .— 
[M ilw aukee Correspondence Chicago Times.
